Opelika, Ala., November 12.—(Special.)— 
Hon. J. W. Samford, who has announced 
as a candidate for governor of Alabama, 
has issued the following address to the 
democrats of the state, defining his posi- 
tion on the issues of the campaign. 

To the Democratic Voters of Alabama: I 
have consented to stand for the nomination 
for governor before the ensuing democratic 
state convention. Between now and the 4as- 
sembling of the convention, as opportunity 
offers, I shall address my fellow citizens at 
different places in Alabama on such issues 
as pertain to the welfare of the public. 

While the distinction of being governor of 
Alabama is sufficient to satisfy the honorable 
aspiration of any. citizen of the state, I do 
not concede that, in asking for this nomination 
I. seek alone the gratification of personal am- 
bition; and while I do not arrogate to myself 
more disinterested patriotism than other hon- 
orable gentlemen who are candidates for the 
office, I trust I am not actuated entirely with- 
out regard to the welfare of the state. 

There have been in the past some dissensions 
ranks of the dethocratic party that 
threatened at least temporarily political 
estrangement among those who for years had 
with great effectiveness fought the battles of 
democracy. I have never believed mygelf 
so infallible as to judge and intemperately 
condemn the opinions and actions of others. 
Dogmatism has no place in liberal minds or 
generous judgment. ‘I have believed that the 
best interests of our state and section would 
be subserved by supporting the organization 
and nominees of the party; and, so believing, 
I will be pardoned for saying 1 have voted at 
every clection at which I was entitled to vote 
since I was of age, and never failed in a 
single instance to vote for all the nominees 
of the regularly organized democratic party. 
Others as patriotic and conscientious as myself 
have seen their duty differently and no mis- 
taken zeal or hope of advantage shall ever in- 
duce me t® impugn their motives or vituperate 
their conduct, however much I may question 


their judgment. 

The times seem propitious for the 
together of the old-time democratic masses in 
Alabama, and, having malice toward none, 
of mine shall prevent the consum- 
mation of that desirable end. On the con- 
trary, when it requires the sacrifice of no 
I shall advocate it.

Zeus. 

Hardly less @jectionable is the promise of 
reward in the shape of patronage for political 
aid and influence. That a man will remem- 
ber his friends is natural and commendable, 
but indiscriminate trading and bargaining, 
without regard to qualification or the public 
weal, lower the dignity of official trust and 
sacrifice the vital interests of the state on 
the altars of personal aggrandizement. Wheth- 
er civilization has sufficiently progressed to 
afford a remedy for this evil is one of the 
problems yet to be solved. 

It is wrong in principle and baleful in prac- 
tice, and if beyond the province of law to 
afford a remedy, then the rebuke can be ad- 
ministered only at the ballot box. 

That there is demand for reform in elections 
and in regard to suffrage is almost univer- 
Sally admitted. This is indeed one of the 
great problems confronting the people of the 
south. I shall not hesitate to discuss fully this 
question before the people. It is entirely too 
prolific of thought and too momentous to en- 
ter upon in this short address. The statesman-

All 
special orders have long ago been abro- 
gated out of respect for certain leading 
measures which the members thought de- 
served to come in their regular place on 
the calendar, for the special orders were 
at one time increasing so rapidly that 
every measure not specially set was nec- 
essarily forced into the background. 

The tax bill has passed its second read- 
ing and is expected by many to reach 
the house on its passage before the last 
of the week, although it is not certain 
but that the tax commission expects to 
suggest a few changes in the measure. 

The result of the hearing given by the 


commission to the building and loan as- | 


sociations of Richmond county is uncer- 
tain, but it is suggested in some quarters 
fhat the change talked of in the bill will 
be made in those sections referring to 
building and loan associations. A meet- 
ing of the commission has been called 
for this afternoon and Chairman Ellis 


stated yesterday that the members would 


consider then the petition brought forward 


by the Augusta companies. The hearing 
granted to the business men last Friday 
was considered a slight victory, although 
the tax bill was not recommitted for that 
purpose, as the members of the commis- 
sion maintained in the house that they 
had heard enough from all sides and were 
willing to let the tax bill stand as it was. 

At that hearing the representatives of 
the building and loan companies quickly 
notified the commission that the proposed 
tax would have one effect, that of run- 
ning their companies out of business and 
taking a large amount of capital out of 
the state. In view of this position taken 
by the Augusta companies, there is an 
unusual amount of interest among the 
legislators to know what action the com- 
mission will take at their meeting today. 
Should any change be proposed by them 
it will probably be made in the form of 
an amendment to the bill when the meas- 
ure {s taken up for final consideration. 

The Companion Bills. 

The Hardwick bill, the Bell bill and the 
constitutional convention measure are 
generally looked upon as companions and 
yield precedence to none in the matter 
of their importance. The first measure 
with which nearly everyone is now fa- 
miliar has been disposed of already by 
the committee on constitutional amend-:

Mark Bolding, of Mercer college; Jon- 
athan Threatt Moore, of the University 
of Georgia; Comer MacDonald Woodward, 
of Emory college, and Fred H. McClusky, 
of the North Georgia Agricultural col- 
lege. 

Mercer’s representative in the orator- 
cal contest—Mr. Bolding—has already 
made an excellent record in the college 
for the past vear, espectaily in oratory, 
and has served successfully on several 
jnter-society debates. 

He was one of the orators ‘who, dur- 
(ng the memorable Mercer-Athens debate 
of dast vear, assisted in bearing off the 
honors for his college. He won the 
championship in oratory at Mercer in the 
summer of ‘98, and is put out by his 
college as the one best fitted to defend 
{ts honors. 

Mr. Bolding’s subject on the evening 
of the contest will be ‘‘America’s Birth- 
right: Shall it be Surrendered?’’ and he 
wil) treat broadly and deeply upon the 
problem of expansion.

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Among the many interesting papers 
read at the recent meeting o fthe State 
Federation of Women's Clubs in Macon, 
was that of Mrs. Edward Brown, wife of 
Hon. E. T. Brown, of Atlanta. The cap- 


tion was ‘“‘Woman in the Home,” and she 


handled this interesting subject eloquent- 
ly, sensibly and with earnestness. The 


address follows: 

Even in this audience there will not be 
lacking those who feel that a woman's best 
presentation of ‘‘woman in the home’ would 
be to stay in it. And they are right. Woman's 
place is in the home. 

Her work should be there. Granted with all 
our hearts; but what is home?—and where? 

‘*Yis, yis, indade sor,’’ remarked the street 
corner philosopher pensively, ‘‘when y' are worn 
an’ weary an’ hongry an’ sleepy, an’ y’hov 
no money, an’ niver a frind to lind ye the 
price of a dhrink, an’ no other place to go at 
ahl, why, thin, there’s no place loike home."’ 

Kut the street corner philosopher's ideal is 
hardly a satisfying one, and still leaves many 
answers to the question, ‘‘where is home?’’ 

To the man or wonran returning from daily 
toll it is the house where warmth and cheer 
are waiting, and voices of loved ones speak 
in welcome; to the wanderer, the town or 
State of his birth; to th exile, the broad coun- 
try that his loved flag waves over; to the 
philanthropist, the world, wherever human 
needs cry for help or human sorrow seeks for 
the heaven that 
waits when wanderings are over; to every- 
one, just so much space as the heart can 
cover. And woman’s work is in the home. 

For these are days of widening thought and 
increasing requirement. When the race was 
young, mem sought from the air, breath; from 
the sun light. and warmth; from the earth 
the simplest of food and raiment. They used 
wood for fuel, ate the fruits of the earth in 
their season, worked while it was day and 
slept through the hours of darkness. 

Now we bring our food from the ends of the 
earth, varying the seasons at our will; we 
explore the depths of the ground for riches, 
call down electricity from the clouds; compress 
air into a liquid, and as the ball we live on 
goes whirling through the endless spaces, defy 
the eternal darkness with countless glimmer- 
ing lights and turn the night to day. In the 
world of men and women, as /well as in that 
of material things, more is demanded from 
without. Population is asore dense and society 
more coherent. The sense of interdependence 
grows stronger, not only among individuals, 
but among nations, and the bonds of human 
relationship grow closer day by day. 

And the promise of all these things is for 
good. In an area of ‘‘trusts and combines,’’ 
deplored by many and defended by few, there 
is one combination which no voice will be 
raised to condemn—the great human sympathy 
trust, Which is teaching each half of the 
world how the other halt lives. It is rais- 
ing the price of cruelty and injustice so high 
that we may even hope to find them some 
day beyond the reach of thé masses. 

As Joan of Arc heard the voices which sent 
her to lead the troops of France to victory, 
so the woman of today hears voices calling 
her to come out and help this work of human 
Sympathy in the world. 

Men and women can work side by side in 
the fight against ignorance, suffering, poverty 
and crime. Woman's influence is needed in it. 
Nor can she help most by limiting herself too 
narrowly to the family circle. Says a recent 
writer: 

“You cannot separate the home life from 
public interests. It touches and mingles with 
them at every point.’’ 

Who, then, is to mark the boundary at which 
woman's work should stop? What mathemat- 
ical calculation can measure the radius of 
woman's sphere? Oh, my friends, I speak 
with deep feeling on this subject, because it 
seems to me to be the very keystone of that 
fair castle of pure living and high thinking 
that the world dreams of and hopes to dwell in. 


‘‘Build thou more stately mansions, O my soul, 
As the swift seasons roll,’’ 


Says a poet, and through all the maze of com- 
mercial and social and selfish interests that 
entangles us it is to that end after all that 
men and women are booking and working. But 
for this it is not enough that we build a 
home for ourselves and our nearest and dear- 
est only. The ‘‘mansions of the soul’’ are 
not designed for private families, but for all 
who wish to dwell in them, and the home that 
is founded on selfishness and roofed with pride 
dies with the builder. 

It is not enough that a woman should be a 
helpful daughter, a devoted wife, a tender 
mother. To be less than these things is to 
be less than woman. Sut if she helps the 
work of the world around eher, loves strength 
ayd honor and uprightness and has the mother 
heart for every child of every station that 
opens its eyes upon the world. then hope and 
heln will radiate from her where she stands 
and the mansions of the soul rise stately 
around her. 

Not that she should neglect the daily cares, 
or hold lightly the value and happiness of 
that family life which is the primary idea of 
home. The broadening influence does not mean 
that, never think it. The woman capable 
of neglecting her children and the duties of 
her household ‘will neglect them without de- 
parting one hair's breadth from the ideal 
laid down for her in the immortal theory of 
the ‘‘sturdy oak and clinging vine.’’ She will 
neglect them for shopping, for social follies, 
for trivial reading or worse than trivial gos- 
Sip, and will drain the strength and courage 
from the heart of the man who bears the 
burden of her weakness and folly, just as the 
other parasite draws life from the oak of the 
forest. _ Believe me, there are many roads to 
unwomanliness within the accepted limits of 
‘“‘woman’s sphere’’ as out of it. And ft is to 
escape from these very dangers of narrow- 
ness, triviality and materialism that the wo- 
man. of today seeks to extend her work. More 
than ever before women are uniting, banded to- 
gether in many lands for study. work and 
mutual encouragement, not to destroy home life, 
but to extend it. Working side by side with 
others, inspired and sustained by the aspira- 
tions of the many, it rests with every woman 
to prove in her own life and work that in 
the wider home, which is the world, she 
Stands for purity, broad charity, unswerving 
truthfulness, faithful friendship. To be a 
‘“‘strong-minded woman"’ has lone been a term 
of reproach, but they have need to be other 
than weak-minded who build and defend the 
foundations of the home. 

Remember the women of the confederacy, 
forced by sad necessity from their sheltered, 
happy lives into pnlaces of danger and re- 
sponsibility. Not alone in domestic, but in 
field work, in places of business, in the hos- 
pitals, on the battlefield itself, they worked 
where duty and their country called them 
and developed, in the stress of public calamity, 
the noblest type of thinking, working, loving 
womanhood 

You may say, and with some justice, that 
while the subject was ‘‘Woman in the Home,’’ 
the speaking has been all of. women outside 
of it. 

But the blame for this illogical state of 
affairs ought not to rest with me. When the 
subject ‘“‘Woman in the Home’ was assigne'l 
me it was my wish to give you something 
original and striking, so I planned to ask 
some men for their views on the subject, and 
give you a ‘‘gentleman’s symposium.’’ So to 
the first who apneared, a Harvard graduate 
and a man of wide thought and reading, the 
question was nut: 

‘Tell me at once, not waiting for any sec- 
ond thought, just what you think when you 
hear the words ‘‘woman in the home.’’ 

‘““Why,'’ said the young man, very simply 
and without the slightest hesitation, ‘‘I think 
of my mother.’ And that ended the sympo- 
Sium, for then and there it was borne in on 
me that the whole subject of woman in the 
home, in its truest sense, was -introduced, 
expounded and disposed of in that one word, 
“‘mother.’’ The young man says ‘‘my mother: 
the older man may add ‘“‘and the mother of 
my children,’’ but the very essence of home 
is in the word and the memories that come 
with it. There have been commentators on 
Shakespeare and on the Bible, but the brief 
text is ever greater than the longest sermon, 
and one line of Shakespeare speaks with great- 
er force than volumes of explanation. And so 
with the name of mother, it brings its own 
thought, perfected in the word. It is a magic 
brush, painting at one stroke a different pic- 
ture for each beholder. 

One sees a bright, tender face with the fresh- 
ness of youth still on it smiling into a baby’s 
eyes. To his neighbor comes the picture of a 
sweet and gracious woman with sons and 
daughters gathered around her, beloved and 
loving. Before another's eyes the mother face 
rises, pale and worn, as she watches untiringly 
through the long night beside a_ suffering 
child: To one appears the mother on her knees, 
the mother heart pouring out prayer for one 
who wanders in darkness. 

For one the magic brush paints a scene of 
reunion, where the mother with silvered hair, 
but happy face, has gathered about her in a 
merry group the children of two generations. 
Another sees, through tears, a still figure with 
closed eyes and changeless smile, the hands 
once so busy with work for others folded for- 
ever, yet the halo of mother love shines around 
about and glorifies even the blackness of death. 

So to every one a different memory, but to 
all one glorious vision, painted by the magic 
brush on the canvas of eternity—brave ant 
gentie. loving, wise and tender, strong andl 
patient, high souled, pure hearted, the ideal 
mother and the ideal woman.

DOCTOR LANDRUM 
ON CHILD SLAVERY 


He Preached an Eloquent and Forcefal 
Sermon Last Night. 


CHILD LABOR INCREASING 


Declares Commerce Calls More -:and 
More for Children’s Sacrifice.

He Calls for More Legislation on 
the Subject—An Eloquent 


Appeal. 
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Rev. Dr. W. W. Landrum preached a 
forceful sermon last. night at the First 
Baptist church on “Child Slavery in Geor- 
gia.”’ 

The sermon was semi-political in na- 
ture, as Dr. Landrum called for more po- 
tential legislation in behalf of the child, 
and also took oceasion to condemn the 
Hardwick bill, saving it puts a premium 
on ignorance in white youths by exclud- 
ing ignorance in the negro. He said “Let 
our boys grow up with clear-cut notions 
as to impartiality and fairness in all the 
acts of legislation.” 

The church was filled with a congrega- 


tion that crowded the building to the 
doors, 
The text was from Matthew xxi, 15: 


“The children crying im the temple and 
saying hosannah to tne son of David.” 
Among other things Dr. Landrum said: 
“Children Christ because 
Christ appreciated the children. The ideal 
disciple, according to our Lord, is 
the courageous and invincible Roman 
soldier; the sedate and somber Jew- 
ish priest; not the polished American 
scholar, but a little child. When His 
disciples were in hot dispute about who 


appreciated 
not 


not 


should. be greatest in the Kingdom, the 
Savior rebuked them by lifting a child 
over their heads and into their midst 
and saying: ‘Except ye become as little 
children, ye shall in no case enter into 
the kingdom of heaven.”’ 

‘Christ's religion rises or falls in its 


attitude toward the child question. Chris- 
tianity is the only religion that has been 
conscious since the beginning of a distinct 
mission to childhood, It alone has a 
definite mission on behalf of childhood. 
Statesmen and socidlogists everywhere 
concede that the treatment of children 
serves as the real barometers of civiliza- 
tion. 

“It was Christ’s treatment of the chiid 
that became the spring and fountain of 
all modern reform. Christ will judge the 
home by its treatment of the child, the 
church by its treatment of the child, the 
state by its treatment of the child and 
civilization in genéral by the same just 
and unerring standard. Whatever. and 
whoever labors for the salvation of the 
child is blessed ef Christ and doubly 
cursed are all whe suffer or promote his 
dwarfing or degradation. 

‘Slavery exists in this country. That 
is slavery surely where the human chat- 
tel has no time he can really claim as 
his own. He is free to starve if he elects 
to protest against the yoke imposed. But 


if he submits he will have no time he 
can call his own. And the slave is the 
child. Of all crimes, the crimes against 
chiidhcod are the most devilish; of all 


woes the woes of childhood are the most 
heartbreaking. 

“Parents are often tyrants. In the city 
and in the country, black and white, those 
who work their illiterate children in the 
factory or in the field are not guiltless 
before God. Illiteracy in Georgia is a 
foul blot which neither the church nor 
the state can remove without the consent 
of fathers and mothers. 

“Commerce, too, callS more and more 
for the sacrifice of youth. Child labor is 
increasing in this country in the ratio of 
50 ner cent every ten vears. Reputable 
employers are consenting more and more 
to grow rich through the slavery of the 
child, though that slavery must involve 
the derangement or the destruction of the 
home and the moral deterioration of so- 
ciety. 

“All legislation which looks to the man- 
umission of the child should be encour- 
aged. The child should be permitted to 
live where the Sunday lavf: are observed. 
The child is entitled to dwell in a state 
where he is freed from labor until he is 
at least thirteen years of age. Now the 
cry goes up that the supremacy of the 
south in cotton manufacturing is to come 
not from manifest natural advantages, 
but from child labor and the servile ig 
norance of ‘crackers’ who will work any 


number of hours without complaint. 
White slavery is to be substituted for 
negro slavery.

Ex- 
clude illiteracy—white illiteracy and black 
illiteracy—and make suffrage the expres- 
sion of intelligent citizenship. 

“So long as the young are enslaved to 
ignorance, prejudice or passion, the king-
